21:19,20)7 
(L. L.) 
Answer.—In several passages the fig 
tree is used as a type of the Jewish 
nation. 
This is manifestly the case 
i 
with the parable of the barren fig tree 
related in Luke 13:6-8 and in Matthew 
24:32, 33. 
This tree, putting forth lier 
leaves as a sign of approaching sum­ 
mer, is probably used to illustrate trie 
fact that the restoration of God’s fa­ 
vor to Israel can be taken as an iud! 
cation that the Lord "intends soon to 
reveal to Hie whole world the summer 
time of His favor. 
See also the alle­ 
gory of tho two baskets ot tigs iii Jere­ 
miah 24. 
The incident related in Mat­ 
thew 21:19, 29 occurred 
after our 
Lord’s triumphal entry into Jerusalem 
Coming into the city from Bethany, 
He hungered, aud when lie saw a fig 
tree in the way He came to it and 
found nothing thereon but leaves only. 
Similarly Ile came to the Jewish na­ 
tion as their king, expecting their love 
and devotion—the fruit of righteous­ 
ness. 
Instead 
He 
found only 
Hie 
leaves of Pharisaical profession and 
religious pride. So hardened weie they 
that His most loving and gracious 
words and works were ascribed to 
Beelzebub. 
The fig tr^e gave great 
promise so also did the Jewish nation. 
The one instead of producing fruit 
nought forth only leaves. 
Hie ether 
instead of righteousness bad merely a 
Profession. 
Both were useless; both 
were destroyed.

The word “imported” is losing its 
magic at last.

American purchaser has always felt 
a distrust of American goods. 
The 
domestic product might he of better 
quality than the 
foreign,

salesman had only to bring forth the

higher price. W hether it was a ques­ 
tion of silks, cotton fabrics, cutlery, 
R ather goods or 
what 
not, 
there 
was always the same absurdity. 
The 
stam p of 
Germany 
or 
England or 
Trance settled the m atter. We have 
sacrified hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars and retared the development of 
American industry 
by 
such 
fetish 
worship. 
It is one of the benificent results 
of tf ? w ar th a t we are outgrowing 
this superstition.

ports are shut off we recognize with 
surprized satisfaction that in nearly 
every case we can get the same class 
of goods from our own factories, usu­

“Tea and coffee are never taken be­ 
cause of any small 
nutritive element 
they may contain. Some drink them in 
small quantities merely 
because the 
taste is agreeable, as to wash down 
solid food. 
“On the other hand, if a sufficient 
quantity is habitually taken, so that 
when they are discontinued, uncom­ 
fortable symptom follow' 
then it is 
evident that a drug 
habit 
has beer- 
formed. 
“If for example, a person habitually 
drinks so much coffee 
for breakfast 
that on omitting it he ‘misses some­ 
thing’ during the forenoon, he may lie 
set down as 
an 
excessive 
coffee 
drinker. He is relying on the stimu­ 
lation of the drug, caffmnc\ and the 
daily use of any drug for such a pur­ 
pose is injurious.”
